F ROM the uncommon mildneſs_ of the winter, coughs, athines, then- 
4 matilms, and thoſe other complaints which are uſual at an advanced 
period of life, have been very moderate, and a much ſmaller number than 
uſual of old people died; pulmonic complaints likewiſe have been mild, but 
fevers of a putrid tendency prevailed; and provedrather fatal; all the diſeaſes 
which occurred in the early part of January had that tendency. Smallpox- 
likewiſe and meaſles (which at this ſeaſon of the year uſed to lay dormant) | 
were frequent, but in general mild, particulatly the latter. Scarlet fever 
appeared here and there, but in general mild, and with no particular 
ſymptoms. Toward the end of the month, a catarrh became ſo frequent 
as to merit the diſtinction of an epidemic—the throat and fauces were in 
general ſlightly inflamed, which in moſt caſes ſeemed to be continued to the 
bronchiæ, and was accompanied with ſtraitneſs and tightneſs of the cheſt ; 
hoarſeneſs was a conſtant ſymptom; and in general there was a dry troubles 
ſome cough, accompanied with conſiderable heat of the ſkin ; the pulſe were 
frequent but not ſtrong; an expectoration in general took place 3 in two or 
three days, the ſkin became moiſt, the urine depoſited a ſediment, and the 
diſeaſe gradually diſappeared. It was neceſſary in the cure of this diſeaſe, 
to uſe the lancet with caution, on account of the general tendency of diſeaſes 
at this period, though the blood when drawn was in general fizy and in- 
flamed ; the antiphlogiſtic plan with ſquills, and the application of bliſters

HO U OH this month, on the whole, . tolerably healthy, yet 

the ſmallpox was rather frequent; for this being generally conſidered 

as the ſeaſon moſt favourable to inoculation, it ſpread from that cauſe, and 

there were many inſtances of rather a confluent ſort (even under inoculation) 

yet the ſymptoms were on the whole mild, and free from malignancy : with 

thoſe who had been inoculated, a redneſs of the ſkin, accompanied with a 

ſmall raſh, very, commonly attended the eruption, and proved, as is uſually 
the caſe, an indication of a mild diſeaſe. 

The ſcarlet fever, which commenced laſt month 'in the neighbouring 
villages, continued to make its progreſs toward the metropolis ; however, it 
was rare there, but ſhould the weather become warm, we may expect it to be 
frequent. The urticaria, or nettle-raſh, prevailed very much, but in its uſual 
mild ſtate, ſo as to require no medical aſſiſtance. Apoplexy now and then 
occurred, as alſo paralytic and rheumatic affections, but not fo frequently

Tur ſcarlet ow began to prevail very early i in the month, and increaſed 
in frequency as it advanced, particularly at the weſtern part of the 
town, but all its ſymptoms were mild ; ſwellings of the tonfils and glands of 
the throat (as is uſual) accompanied it, but ſuppuration very ſeldom took 
place. The weather being warm, free admiſſion of air into the apartments | 
of the ſick was beneficial, the fever was moderated by it, and the exceſſive 
debility which frequently ſucceeds this diſeaſe was in a great degree pre- 
vented: acid gargles, when the throat was affected, were particularly uſeful , 
- and ripe fruit proyed beneficial, by keeping the bowels in a proper ate, and 
tending to check the putrid ſymptoms. The ſmallpox ſtill continued, and 
was more malignant than in the preceding month; in the natural ſtate it was 
moſtly of the confluent kind. It is uſual under inoculation to prepare the 
body for this diſeaſe, by giving mercurial medicines in alterative doſes, 
from the time of inſerting the matter till the appearance of the eruption, and 
daily experience proves its utility; yet this medicine has ſeldom been given 
in the natural diſeaſe : but it is an eſtabliſhed fact, that corroſive ſublimate 

in particular, mixed only with ſugar, and in a ſmall doſe twice or three times 
A oy from the firſt appearance of the eruption, will, even in the worſt con- 
fluent kind, render the ſymptoms much milder, and aſſiſt very much in con- 
ducting the patient through the diſeaſe. The urticaria likewiſe continued.

Inflammatory ſore throat was the moſt 
prevailing complaint; the tonſils were in general much enlarged; and ſuppus

ward the middle of the month, but were not ſevere, and yielded readily to . 5 


bleeding and antiphlogiſtic remedies. The croup, which had been dormant | 
for ſeveral months, again prevailed: as this is a diſeaſe which ſcarcely admits 
of a cure unleſs in its early ſtage, and as from the mildneſs of the ſymptoms 
on its firſt attack, it occaſions no apprehenſions to perſons unaccultomed 
thereto, it may not be improper to give ſome account of it. Cold ſeems to 
be the prediſpoſing cauſe to this diſeaſe, which acts more powerfully when 
united with moiſture : it is met with moſt frequently in low and marſhy ſitua- 
tions, particularly in the neighbourhood of the fea, aid more eſpecially if 
open to the eaſt, or north; it does not appear to be contagious ; and it very 
rarely attacks infants at the breaſt, or children above ten years of ape, bye 
between theſe periods ; and the nearer-they are to the time of weaning, the 
more liable are they to the diſeaſe. It makes its attack, in general, with the 
common ſymptoms of catarrh (though now and then the diſtinguiſhing marks 
of the complaint appear at firſt) theſe are ſoon ſucceeded by fever, accom- 
panied with a ſenſe of tightneſs acroſs the cheſt, and a difficulty in reſpiration, 
though not any in deglutition ; but the diſtinguiſhing ſymptom of the diſeaſe, - 
is a peculiar noiſe or ihrillneſs in coughing or ſpeaking, and even in reſpira- 
tion, as if the air was forced through a metallic tube. Though the cough! is 
in general dry, yet films, accompanied with a fluid having the appearance of 
purulent matter, are ſometimes expectorated, and occaſionally a tube of co 
creted mucus, having the form of che windpipe, has been coughed up. It 
has proved fatal in one or two days from its attack, hut in general it runs 
on to four or five; a ſpaſmodic affection of the windpipe, and an inability to 
breathe, ſeizes on the patient, who in general expires ſuddenly in this way. 
On diſſection, the trachea is in e found lined with thickened mucus, 
reſembling a membrane, which in ſome inſtances nearly filled up the cavity; 
underneath this is a fluid reſembling purulent matter, with which the Bronchſa 
are likewiſe very much loaded. It appears to be a truly imflammatory 
diſeaſe. General as well as topical bleedings in the early part of the diſeaſe 
are much to be depended on; leeches applied to the throat, and the bleeding 
encouraged by fomenting with warm water, prove very uſeful ; a bliſter may 
afterward be applied to the ſame part: active emetics ſhould by no means 
be omitted, but frequently adminiſtered during the continuance. of the diſ- 
eaſe; and inhaling warm vapours, particularly thoſe ariſing from vinegar 
mixed with boiling water, prove uſeful; the bowels ſhould likewiſe be kept 
in a gentle laxative ſtate. Vitriolated zinc has been particularly recom- 
mended as an emetic ; but it does not ſeem to poſſeſs any ſuperiority over 
other emetics, except from the quality it has of more ſpeedily exciting the 
ſtomach to action; it may therefore be given in thoſe caſes, where the danger 
is ſo urgent as to to render it unſafe to wait for the operation of other 
Emetics, _ 5 „ .

when it proved fatal, it was commonly about the fourteenth day, but many

was conſiderably leflened and the danger thereby diminiſhed ; bark and mi- 
\ nedies for the putrid ſymptoms, and opiates c- 
cafionally adminiſtered. proved abundantly uſeful in abatipg irritability, and 
thereby leſſening fever. Scarlet fever again prevailed in the neighbouthood, 
and proved rather fatal, but was fill a rare diſeaſe in town. The meaſles 
were likewiſe very frequent, but mild. Catarrhs were pretty univerſal, but 
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„but in a moch milder form . 
ting, and though the weather was warm for the ſeaſon of the year, yet the 
putrid and malignant ſymptoms had nearly diſappeared : toward the latter part 
of the month, it became much leſs frequent. All. the. diſeaſes of the laſt. 
month had a putrid tenden 7, which was not che caſe in this: quite at "its. 
cloſe. truly. inflammatory : diſeaſes began to occur, ſuch as pleurifies, with 
acute rheumatiſm ; rheumatic affections were indeed common in the early 
part of the month, but they were unaccompanied: with fever, and were more 
generally confined to the head and face: warmth, with the application of 
iſters behind the cars, proved in general the beſt -remedies. Apoplexies | 


were rather frequent, and likewiſe paralytic affections, which proved in _ 


inſtances fatal to ſuch as were advanced in years, or who had been ſubject 
former attacks. The ſcarlet, fever was till occaſionally' met with, as ” 
the meaſles, but both were very mild, and required little aſſiſtance from 
medicine.
